Music in Miami 


he “sound of music” permeates the 

air in and around Miami and Miami 

Beach these days — all kinds of 
music, from long-hair to jazz. Strangely 
enough, it’s because of the long-hair va- 
riety of music that some of the jazz is 
heard. 

In order to help promote and finance 
classical music, organizations and clubs 
that support this type of cultural enter- 
tainment, sponsor social events, where

now. Second opera presentation of the 
Opera Guild, “L’Elisir d’Amore,”’ is sche- 
duled for February 17 and 22 in Dade 
County auditorium and February 19 at 
Miami Beach. The first presentation for 
this season, the brilliant opera “Lakme” 
now history, as is the glamorous Janu- 
ary 23 Opera ball at the Fountainebleau. 
The All-Star luncheon of the Opera 
Guild, held in connection with “Amore” 
is the next social event of the opera 
season and scheduled for February 20 at 
the Surf Club. 

The 37th season of the University of 
Miami Symphony Orchestra (the fifth 
under conductor Dr. Fabien Sevitzky), 
which began with a concert dedicated to 
the 18th annual anniversary of the found- 
ing of the United Nations in late Octo- 


ber, is now in full swing, as are the social 
events connected with this long-hair cul- 
tural achievement. 


Two important events are scheduled 
for February. First is a fashion luncheon, 
February 21, with Pierre Balmain flying 
here with his entire collection of spring 
clothes and three of his models for the 
show at the Fountainebleau hotel.

Lyndon Baines Johnson, first South- 

ern president since Reconstruction, as- 


sumed his heavy burdens with great 
energy and efficiency. Leading off with 
his memorable speech to Congress, his 
reception for visiting world leaders and 
his meeting with the Washington Diplo- 
matic Corps, he has discussed world 
problems with foreign dignitaries, met

Often he remains there until 8 or 
9 p.m. with a work luncheon on his 
heavy schedule or even a quick trip to 
the Capitol for a conference with former 
colleagues. Some evenings he may leave 
his office around 7 p.m. for a dinner with 
close friends in the private presidential 
quarters, returning to his home work 
when guests depart around 10. And 
shattering precedent, he received mem- 
bers of the White House Press Corps 
for a Saturday coffee hour in the White 
House Oval Room. 

The tall, handsome Texan impresses 
all types of visitors, national and inter- 
national alike, with his natural friendli- 
ness, his interest in and awareness of 
their goals.

A variety of sauces serve as dips for the 
cooked meat. Thin-sliced mushroom and 
radish salad, dressed with olive oil and 
lemon juice, is perfect with this,” said 
Lynn. 

One evening soon, she plans to try an 
Oriental style fondue party, using boil- 
ing hot beef bouillon instead of fat to 
cook the meat. She will still use beef, 
but add to it lean veal and pork cubes. 

Another favorite, Beef Burgundy 
(also known as Boeuf Bourguignonne) 
is a wonderful do-ahead dish. The young 
hostess cooks it the day before, adds 
more Burgundy and re-heats it just be- 
fore serving time. 

The nicest thing about Beef Burgundy 
is that it waits well, so it isn’t spoiled 
if the cocktail hour runs overlong,” she 
said with a twinkle. “But one night soon, 
I want to cook a really good dinner, serve 
each course with a complementary wine, 
and have no cocktails before dinner. 
Then I can plan exactly the time for 
dinner, and the food will be just perfect.” 

One of her best conversation pieces 
has been artichokes cooked in wine water, 
then served hot with tarragon butter as 
a dip, to nibble while sipping a dry 
Chablis. 

“Of course, we don’t party all the 
time,” said Lynn. “Between times, Bob 
and I eat lots of protein—lamb chops 
and sirloin steaks—and I am always on 
the lookout for a superb salad dressing. 
I like one of Jackie Kennedy’s which I 
think she called Mimosa Salad Dress- 
ing.” 

It is made by mashing two cloves of 
garlic in salt (lots of it!), then adding 
to one cup of olive oil and 1/3 cup of 
wine vinegar. This is shaken well, chilled, 
then served with the garlic cloves re- 
moved. 

She makes a marvelous Sour Cream 
Roquefort Dressing by blending a 114- 
ounce wedge of Roquefort with 144 cup of 
sour cream, 2 tablespoons of lemon juice, 
4 teaspoon of salt and a dash of pepper. 

For Florida avocados, she serves them 
as does the Brittany Restaurant in New 
York, sliced in half and sprinkled with 
lemon juice, salt and olive oil. 

Friends beg for her Calamondin jam, 
made from the tiny orange citrus fruit 
grown on her own tree. The recipe is a 
treasure, an old one from a well-worn 
Spanish cookbook. 

The fruit is washed, cut in half and 
seeds removed. Seeds go into 44 cup of

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water while the rest of the fruit is being 
ground. Then seed water is added (1% 
cup of water to one cup of fruit). This 
is simmered 30 minutes, and left to stand 
overnight. 

A mixture of one cup of fruit to one 
cup of sugar is boiled over high heat 
until it reaches jam consistency. No more 
than four cups of fruit should be made 
in one batch. 


Another friend remarked, “Lynn 
Ackerman makes so many delicious 
dishes it is difficult to remember them 
Prime ribs of beef with Yorkshire 
pudding, thick pea soup with ham, yeast 
rolls, chocolate mousse, chicken in white 
wine.

Into bottom of two-quart casserole, 
pour 2 tablespoons salad oil. Add one 
slice salt pork and the diced carrots. 
Cover with a single layer of a third of 
the beef cubes; sprinkle with salt and 
pepper. Over the meat, sprinkle half 
of the onions, garlic, shallots and mush- 
rooms. Cover with half the remaining 
beef, add salt and pepper Add all re- 
maining ingredients (onions, garlic, shal- 
lots, mushrooms) and a final layer of 
beef. Top with remaining piece of salt 
pork. Pour in Burgundy and cognac; 
sprinkle with salt and pepper. Place 
casserole over high heat until it bubbles, 
then reduce heat to simmer and cook six 
hours. Makes 6 servings. 


LA FONDUE BOURGUIGNONNE 


Guests gather around a small sauce- 
pan filled with boiling hot oil or clarified 
butter. Each guest has two forks, a plate 
with cubes of raw tender beef, a salad 
plate, a finger bowl with lukewarm water 
and lemon slice, and napkins. 

Around the cooking saucepan go salt 
and paprika shakers, pepper mill, sauces 
and other fondue accompaniments. 

To prepare the fondue Bourguignonne, 
allow about 1% pound of lean sirloin or 
other tender beef per serving. Cut meat 
into %4 to 1-inch cubes and place on 
small wooden or china plates decorated 
with parsley. 

The oi! or clarified butter is placed 
in the saucepan in the kitchen, until 
the pan is half filled. This is heated to 
boiling point and set on heating unit 
at the table. A small piece of bread in 
the oil keeps it from sputtering. 

Each guest places his favorite sauces 
on the salad plate. He spears a piece of 
meat with a fork, dips it into the boiling 
fat and cooks it. Then he transfers the 
meat from the hot fork to the cool one, 
dips the meat into sauce, eats and en- 
joys it. 

Any number of these sauces may be 
used, and the more there are, the more 
interesting the fondue party:

tiny “plop” breaks the stillness of 

the woods surrounding the lake. A 

child has thrown a tiny pebble into 
the water, then stands there motionless 
and watches the ever-widening ripples 
reach from shore to shore.

A Board of Trustees was formed, and, 
through the efforts of Florida’s United 
States Congressmen, a tax exemption 
was obtained and the Museum classified 
as an educational institution. 

In October of that same year the City 
of West Palm Beach granted a thirty- 
year lease on a permanent site for the 
Museum in Dreher Park. Architectural 
drawings were submitted and accepted by 
the Board of Trustees and a building- 
fund drive was launched. 

Interest of the children in the pro- 
ject was not slow in coming, for, in the 
plans for ground-breaking for the new

And I hope it is for you. This is 
the month that heralds the heart and 
the haute couture front and center, and 
a happier combination has yet to be 
devised, at least from a designer’s point 
of view. 

As a matter of fact, the heart and the 
haute couture will doubtless never fare 
so well as they will at the 1964 edition 
of the Heart Ball being held the day 
after Valentine’s Day at The Breakers. 
The affair, under the artful exuberant 
chairmanship of Mrs. Ina Mae Marsh- 
man, promises not only to realize its 
fullest charitable reward, but to be the 
scene of some of the most exciting fash- 
ions gathered since the New Year 
began. 

At the same time, out of Paris earlier 
this month will come the _ trends, 
triumphs—and a few of the tricks—that 
will spell fashion in the year ahead to 
those who read it into their lives on a 
daily basis. 

Fashion is, after all, not only art—- 
but articulate! It is a design, meaning- 
fully arranged, which can speak for its 
wearer in terms of her clear good taste 
and personal tempo . . . whether or not 
she is a so-called member of “‘Les Loco- 
motives”—the nickname, circa 64, for 
last year’s fashion ‘individualist,’ ‘n- 
dependent,’ and what have you. 

Personally the term strikes out an 
unflattering note and is not quite rele- 
vant to women as I see them. I can 
understand the intent of definition in- 
ferring a certain mobility and excite- 
ment in, the life of a fashionable woman, 
but the comparison of a lovely young 
girl to a set of Lionel trains or the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad somehow circumvents 
its original aim to my way of thinking. 
It is rather like comparing a ballerina 
to an Oshkosh trunk simply because 
she is quietly on-the-move and carries 
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herself well. So much for my dubious 
nature and square visions. 

The concept I have of women is one 
of intense allure. They should be charm- 
ing, natural and sufficiently romantic at 
all times and at any age to want to look 
their best. 

This is not to say a woman must be 
a vendeuse mondaine, but simply, that 
she should at least epitomize a distinct 
vitality. And this, believe me, does not 
mean fashion must make a visual noise 
in order to be heard. 

Clothes may be considered conversa- 
tion pieces in a sense, but in my opinion, 
there is rarely anything wrong in a quiet 
conversation. And, in fact, in most in- 
stances, I’m sure you will find it a case 
of the more quiet, the more interesting 
—whether the conversation piece is one 
of fashion, finance or world affairs. 

While I consider myself as having 
something of a sculptor’s respect for the 
feminine form, I realize there must be 
a certain mathematical function served 
in fashion as well as any other business. 
Clothes must bear a definite practic- 
ability about them for the simple reason 
that no fashion can be really good unless 
it is essentially ageless in concept. 

Though women may seldom think of 
it when buying new clothes, this prem- 
ise works itself down to the most min- 
ute details. Clasps, whether a simple 
button or more ornate frog closing, must 
be easily workable. Pockets should be 
accessible and serve a purpose without 
disrupting the line or flow of a design. 
Pleats should move freely with the stride 
and not strain at the stitches whenever 
a giant step is taken. Sleeves should be 
mobile, easy and trim whether they are 
of corded ottoman, bugle beads or a 
great, crisp flounce of organdy set to 
accent the shoulder line. 

Perhaps all this makes me something of 
a “method” designer similar to those 
“method” performers who are sometimes 


publicized as having punched their way 
out of Actors Studio. But I personally 
prefer method to madness. And when it 
comes to dressing beautiful women, I 
like that flair of brilliant chic that only 
simplicity can bring. 

The feeling that he has struck a crea- 
tive, prophetic note in his line is just 
dessert to any designer. But, let’s face 
it, it can only be of singular gratification 
so long as a designer can maintain it 
consistently from season to season. 

This, of course, involves something of 
a clairvoyant sense of timing which 
nearly any self-respecting fashion design- 
er will claim was built-in at birth. But 
the catch to the whole complex proce- 
dure is not so much that the fashion 
must be bizarre or totally new to win 
favor, as that it must be “right’’ in order 
to earn the qualified acceptance of those 
fashionable women who set the pace 
from the Colony in Palm Beach to the 
Palace at St. Moritz. 

‘The fashion enigma may never be 
solved— but it might without total lu- 
nacy, be likened in many ways to a 
sailor’s sensitivity—knowing which way 
the wind is blowing, when to tack and 
when to hold course. 

The winds of fashion can be just as 
fickle and unnavigable as the real thing. 
Ask me. And whenever they seem too 
quiet, you can bet a storm is brewing 
somewhere between Seventh Avenue and 
the rue du Faubourg St. Honore. But 
any good sailor worth his salt enjoys 
a storm now and then, if only to avoid 
the boredom of life on too even a keel. 

If there are a few certainties in this 
life, one is that the fashion world will 
be devoid of boredom so long as all the 
great gusts of good design can keep blow- 
ing over the ocean—in both directions.
